It was then announced that the 
government would exclude all out- 
cast or nonunion truckmen who were 
not allied with the striking steve- 
dores but this decree was never is- 
sued. for the Centro de Navegacion 
sent a strongly worded note to the 
government threatening to boycott 
the port of Buenos Aires by with- 
drawing their ships if the stevedores’ 
union was permitted to dominate 
the situation. 

At the same time the government 
learned that British and American 
meat-packing plants which buy most 
of Argentinas cattle were in sym- 
pathy with the steamship companies 
and were planning to close down. 

Five thousand members of the 
Labor Protective Association sent a 
demand to government officials for 
the right to employ free labor in 
the port. In answer the government 
guaranteed this right. However. 
when nonunion truckmen reported 
for work at the pliers next day they 
were fired upon by unſlon stevedores, 
the police asserted. The labor asso- 
ciation then demanded police pro- 
tection. 

CLIMAX IS REACHED. 


Then came an event that almost 
set Buenos Aires on fire with patri- 
otic indignation. On May 25, Ar- 

entina’s most important national 

oliday, there appeared on billboards 
and in radical newspapers a mani- 
festo signed b 
Chauffeurs’ Union calling a rike in 
protest against what they described 
asa “bachanal of drunken bourgeois 
patriotism.” 

This aroused the wrath of the 
patriotic league and resulted in the 
raid on the headquarters of the 
Chauffeure Union, attended by 
shooting in which two chauffers 
were killed. Chauffeurs found 
there were compelled to sing 
Argentine national anthem. 

From that moment the attitude of 
the government changed. The police 
closed the offices of the Cheuffeurs’ 
Union and arrested several hundred 
of its members. Haunts of agitators, 
anarchists and Communists were 
raided and wholesale arrests made. 
When work was resumed after the 
holiday, the port was occupied by 
militia and armed guards of the Ar- 
gentine Patriotic League escorted 
nonunion laborers to work, but their 
protection was not needed, f 
was given by Argentine cavalry.

WILL BE SENT BY 
FORBES MISSION TO PRES- 
IDENT IN FEW DAYS.

MANILA, July 125.—Preparations 
fro starting the trip to the southern 
islands of the Philippine group 
were being rushed today dy the 
Wood-Forbes Presidential investi- 
gating mission here. The first report 
to Washington, a brief preliminary 
report covering certain features of 
the investigation thus far made, wil! 
be sent to President Harding within 


a few days. 
Maj.-Gen. Wood and Commissioner 
Forbes, with their party, expect to 


leave here for Mindanao Saturday 
and stay three weeks. Returning 
here in the latter part of August, the | 
mission will remain a week before | 
starting homeward by way of China 
and Japan.

WASHINGTON, July 
nouncement that a referendum con- 
Austed by the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States resulted 
in an overwhelming vote in favor 
of a general turnover tax was made 
today as hearings were begun on tax 
legisiation by the House Committee 
on Ways and Means. 

The action, however, will have no 
effect upon the program of the com- 
mittee.

Judge Kenesaw M. Landis, supreme ar 
biter in baseball, who was also agreed upon 
es referee in the differences between the 
contractors and the building trades in Chi- 
cago and the Hast, has laid down the condi- 
tion that both sides must get right down to 
hardpan and make u fresh start.

If the unions can 
be brought to the support of the terms laid 
down by the umpire the whole country will 
be glad to give them three cheers. 

As the matters stand, the unions may see 
how an impartial but friendly observer con- 
siders their status.

it appears remarkable that trains

the rails. As a matter of fact, the 
tendency is for them to jump the 
track, and they weuld do so (tf it 
were not for the way in which the 
Wheels are constructed and, even 
more important, the manner in 
which the tracks are nked” at 
the curves. 
Rallway engineers, in construct! 


ng 
railroads, take into consideration the 


rate of speed at which trains will 
travel in rounding a curve. and lay 
their rails accordingly, raising the 
outer rail a certain definite amount 
for eve ten. miles per hour of 
epeed. he principle is the same as 
in the construction of a speed-track 
for motorcycles or automobiles. Here 
the track is “banked” sharply at the 
curves and the machines. rounding 
these at a high rate of speed, are 
prevented from turning over by 
reason of this difference in elevation. 
A railroad curve, however. which is 
designed to be taken at forty miles 
an hour, will not be safe at sixty 
miles, and wrecks sometimes occur 
because engineers fail to pay atten- 
tion to the rate of speed on certain 
sharp turns, thus throwing the en- 
ne off the rails or snapping off the 
coach of the train.

JAPANESE FISHERMEN,
